then halted. There were almost two 
hundred of 1 he old veterans in line 
and they were cheered anri cheered as 
ibcy marched by. 
One of the mem- 


bers of the I'c.st carried the old battle 
flag uf a Portsmouth regiment. 
It 


ivas all tattered and torn by shot and 
shell, but it spoke volumes of the 
hoys who had followed it. on many a 
bloody battlolieUl. 
Small wonder 


that there was wild cheering, and 
that many a bead was reverently un- 
covered as the old flag was carried by. 


After P.ailey 1'ost bad passed out 


Fifth street, 'the River City band 
took up a position on the square and 
played patriotic tunes, as also dm tin: 
Portsmouth Urass band. 


About 0:20 Capt. Pridian! poked 


iiis head out of the armory hall and 
railed to Director I\ah, of the River 
City band, and directed him to go 


tbe G. A. R. was the Lincoln Brass 
band. There were over a thousand 
altogether in tbe line of march. The 
parade moved up Second to Chilli- 
cotbe, up Chillicothe *to Gallia, east 
on Gallia to North Waller, north on 
Waller to Ninth, west on Ninth to 
Chillicothe and north on Cbillicotbe 
to tbe 1ST. & W. depot. 


On tbe Upper Market square Com- 


pany H formed in a half circle, with 
those in tbe front rank kneeling, and 
Photographer Willis took a picture 
of the company. These will be sold 
for 50 cents and half of the proceeds 
go to tbe company. 


At tbe corner of Ninth and Cbilli- 


cotbe Company II baited and opened 
ranks while tbe members of Bailey 
Post marched through with bared 
beads. This little act of respect was 
loudly cheered. 


The company arrived at tbe N. & 


W. depot just at train time, but 
fortunately the train was twenty 
minutes late, caused by taking on 
members of Company I at Ironton.' 
When the train steamed into the 
passenger 
depot at 10:40 it was 


greeted by a vast sea of faces. 
Tbe 


crowd was simply enormous and every 
available inch of ground in sight of 
tbe depot was occupied. Company, 
I of Ironton, was cheered, as they 
piled out of the coaches to see the 
crowd. The Company was quickly 
loaded on the train and it pulled out, 
and Company IT had gone to the war. 


The town was a perfect mass of 


flags and bunting all day. Every- 
body who owned a tlag bad it out, 
and tbe appearance of the streets was 
very gay. Many of those in the crowd 
either carried small flags or had them 
pinned on their coats or jackets. It 
would be bard to estimate the size of 
the crowd. The streets all along tbe 
line of march were packed, and al- 
most all of them crowded out to tbe 
depot to see the company depart. Say 
that almost everybody in Portsmouth 
and within live miles of tbe city were 
on tbe streets and you will be nearly 
right. 


The members of Company IT have 


reason to be prouri of tbe d'empnstra- 
tion in their honor. It shows that 
Portsmouth takes pride in them and 
knows that tbe}r will reflect cieclit 
and honor and glory on their native 
city. As tbe days go by we will have 
more and more reason to be proud 
of our representatives in the field.

DISCOVERY. 


Columbus discovered tlie northeast 


coast of Cuba in 1492. and almost all of 
the soutli coast in 1495. In 1508 Ocamop 
proved it to be an island by tailing 
around the nortbeast extremity. 


LOCATION. 


The island of Cuba, called the Pearl of 
the Antilles, is in the Torrid Zone, be- 
tween the Gulf of Mexico and the Carib- 
bean Sea, about 90 miles southeast from 
Florida. 
AREA. 


It is more than 730 miles long, and 25 


to 140 miles wide, and has an a^ea of 
45.000 square miles, equal to one-fourth 
the area of its mother cooatry, Spain, or 
one-half that of Great Britain. The area 
of the island is 28,800,000 acres, of which 
17,000,000 are uncleared forests and about 
2,000,000 are under cultivation. 


FOUNDING OF COLONIES 


The first colonies were founded in 1501 


by Diego Vaiasquez, and in 1511 by Bara- 
coa. From 1868 to 1878 an insurrection 
against Spain maintained a republican 
form of government in the east half of 
Cuba.

previously paid by th» vendee, and shall 
b« entitled' by virtue hereof to be paid, and 
to sue for and to recover the same accord- 
ingly. 


And in all oases of article* manufactured 


or produced in whole or in part upon com- 
mission or where the material Is furnished 
by one party and manufacture! bjr another, 
if the manufacturer shall be required to 
pay under this act the tux h»r*by lupoood, 
such person or persona so p»ying the semo 
shall he entitled 
to 
collect the am»unt 


thereof of the owner or owners, and shall 
have R lltm for th» amount thug paid ou 
the produced or manufactured goods. 


The amended bill Imposes a tax on 


telephone messages as follows: For 30 
miles or more, where the charge does

& cents; any charge exceeding |5, 10 
cents.

United States as may he necessary. 


Punishment for failure to require an 


adhesive stamp duty on any dispatches 
or messages is waived in the case of 
press news dispatches.
